§64-7-1. State Tax Department. 

The legislative rule filed in the State Register on July 27, 2018, authorized under the 1 

authority of §60-3A-21 of this code, relating to the State Tax Department (administration of tax on 2 

purchases of wine and liquor inside and outside of municipalities, 110 CSR 49), is authorized. 3
